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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-2, 4-8, 10-12, 17-18, 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Yang (4962918). 

Yang discloses an apparatus having a frame (501&521), an abutment part 
(523&524), an extensible ram (510), a means (51 1) or pivotal lever, an axle 
support or wheel choke (543), discreet positioning is done (elements 
506,508,503) 

3. Claims 1-3, 5, 7-10, 12-14, 16, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Bell jr (456951 1 ) 

Bell jr discloses an apparatus having a frame (fig.1), an abutment part (10&26) 
with fittings having magnets (18), an extensible ram (10&26) with fittings having 
magnets (18),, a means (fig.1) or pivotal lever, discreet positioning is done (the 
lever of the base), prongs (22) 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 9, 13, 15, 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Yang (4962918) in view of Orosz et al (6431534). 

a. Yang discloses the claimed invention except for interchangeable fittings 
and fittings with prongs. 

b. Orosz et al discloses an apparatus having for interchangeable fittings 
(note 138 is configured so that the fittings can be secured and also fittings can be 
changed) and fittings with prongs (130 in regard to claim 19 the prongs can be 
seen as a tray and replacing the supporting axle) which allow for a variety of 
fittings to be adapted to different workpieces. 

c. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to have modified the Yang device by providing 
interchangeable fittings and fittings with prongs as taught by Orosz et al which 
allow for a variety of fittings to be adapted to different workpieces. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 7/14/05 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

7. Applicant has submitted arguments which are felt to have placed the 
application in conditions for allowance. 

d. The applicant is arguing that prior has a different intended use but in a 102 
rejection the intended use is not relevant only the structure. In the 103 rejection is 
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being argued on the basis of intended use, but if the structure is there the point of 
intended use is moot. Applicant is reminded that the structure of say a screw 
driver is going to read on say a ice pick if all that is claimed structure wise is 
handle and shank. The patentable structure is what applicant should focus on 
and not intended use.
